OTTAWA,Sept. 26.—Premium rates 
under the war risk insurance act will 
be 15 cents for $100 on private dwel-

Fire insurance companies will act 
as agents of the government in the 
collection of premiums under the 
scheme, which is effective as of Sept.

OTTAWA, Sept. 28.—Important 
changes are inthe making in connect 
ion with: Caffada’y reserve army, it 
is learned here following reports that 
in future Cadet Corps throughout 
Canadian schools will be linked with 
reserve brigade groups in all military 
districts, It is also expected that an- 
nouncement will be made shortly that 
all men called under the draft, but 
rejected because of a lower medical 
rating than “A”, will be required to 
enlist in reserve units, This will in 
effect extend the draft to reserve ar- 
my. 

The purpose in applying compule- 
ion to draftees below a category mak 
ing them reservists, is to make the 
burden of military service more equ-

City Prepares For 
Home Building Program 


Applications for home | extension 
loans by home owners contemplating 
converting their private homes into 
self-contained honfe units, now may 
be made to the chartered banks in 
the city, it wag announced through 
the dmonton Chamber of Com- 
merce, Friday. 

This is a new plan not to be con- 
fused with the Home Improvement 
Loans or the Dominion Housing 
Scheme. Purpose of making these 
loans is to finance the building . ot 
self-contained homes, usually known 
as duplex or triple houses, from ex- 
isting home structures, 

Proposed additions to houses in 
order to add to living space are not 
eligible, nor can loans be obtained 
to improve dwelings to be occupied 
by one family, the announcement 
estates.

containing facilities for living, sleep- 
ing, eating, food preparation and 
private sanitary facilities, 

Plans for such proposed alter- 
ations as are necessary to ‘provide

Loans which have been approved 
by Ottawa and for which tne necess- 
ary security has been placed may 
be mace in amounts up to $1,500 
for construction of the first unit; 
$1,000 for the second unit ond $750 
for the third and each succeeding 
unit. 

Loans’ must be repaid over a 
period of from two to five years 
with the monthly payments not to 
be less than $15, The rate of in- 
terest is at 6.22 per cent. 

The banks may require’ security 
for the loan and may accept an 
assignment of rent as partial 
ment,
